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NOTE ТО THE READER. 


During the session of 1856-7, the Legislative Assembly of Oregon 
passed an act “to provide for taking the sense of the people for or 
against the formation of a State Government,” the same question hav» 
ing been submitted to the people previously, but voted down. Іп June, 
1857, the question was voted upon by the people, and, at the same 
time, Delegates were chosen; Convention carried by nearly six thou- 
sand majority. In pursuance of, the act above alluded to, the Consti- 
tutional Convention assembled ai Salem on Monday, the 17th day of 
August, and organized on the following day by the election of Hon. 
M. P. Deapy, of Douglas, President; Chester N, Terry, Chief Clerk ; 
М. C. Barkwell, Assistant Clerk ), Asahel Bush, Printer; John Baker, 
Sergeant-at-Arms; John Baker, Door Keeper. The Convention 
adjourned sine die on Friday, September 18th, having completed its 
labors in the short space of thirty-two days.

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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of the State of Oregon, to the end that justice be ` 


established, order maintained, and liberty perpetuated, do ;orãain this

But at the first regu- 
lar session after the adoption of this eonstitution, the legislative as- 
sembly shall provide by law for the submission to the eleetors of this 
State, at the next general election thereafter, the matter of selection of 
a place for a permanent seat of. Government. and no place shall ever 
be the seat of Government under such law, which shall not receive a 
majority of all the votes cast on the matter of such selection. 
. $2. Notax shall be levied, or money of the State expended, or 
debts contracted, for the erection of a State House prior to the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-five.

with States and Territories of which those riversform a boundary in

ARTICLE XVIL—AMENDMENTS. 


Any amendment,or amendments to this constitution may be 
proposed in either branch of ihe legislative assembly, and if the same 
shall be agreed to by a majority of all the members elected to each of 
the two Houses, such propqsed amendment or amendments, shall, 
with the ayes and nays therecu, be entered on their journalsand refer- - 
red to the legislative assembly to be chosen at the next general elec- 
tion; and if, in the legislative assembly so next chosen, such proposed. 
amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by a majority of all the 
members elected to each house, then it shall be the duty of the legis- 
lative assembly to sebmit süch amendment or amendments to Ше elec- 
tors of the State; and cause the same to be published without delay, 
at least four consecutive weeks, in the several newspapers published
